The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C, 1 02 that form the basis for the rejections under this 
section made in this Office action:A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claiml is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Ikeda Atsushi (JP 2002-221950), hereinafter, Atsushi. 
In regards to claim 1, (currently amended): A video processor comprising (drawing 1): 

a bit rate converter (drawing 1 (10)) for converting an M-bit input video signal (fig. 1 input to (10)) to an N-bit output video signal (fig. 1 
output to (10)) by retaining grayscale levels [0068-0071] of the M-bit input video signal, wherein N is smaller than M [0071] and (drawing 1 
input and output of (11)); and a gamma correction memory (drawing 1 (11) in which a plurality of N-bit input grayscale levels (drawing 6) 
are mapped to a plurality of K-bit output grayscale levels [0077-0086] which are distributed on a non-linear curve (drawing 6 is non-linear) 
corresponding to a non-linear curve on which grayscale levels of a display device are distributed (drawing 6 [0077-0086]) , when said N-bit 
output video signal of said bit rate converter corresponds to one of the plurality of N-bit input grayscale levels (drawing 1 ) , said gamma 
correction memory delivering one of the plurality of K-bit output grayscale levels to said display device (drawing 1 and drawing 8 [0083]). 
Examiner respectfully disagrees, gamma correction by definition is a non-linear operation used to code and decode luminance. Gradation 
correction is interchangeable with gamma correction. Since, Atsushi discloses that gradation correction means 12 of fig. 1 which utilizes a 
frame memory fig.1 (1 1) to perform this function wherein the frame memory obtains a converted bit rate from a processing means fig. 1 
(10). Examiner submits that Atsushi discloses all the limitations as disclosed above. 
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
